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CASH  RECEIPTS,  JANUARY  -  NOVEMBER  1954 

Farmers  received  about  27.2  billion  dollars  from  marketings  in 
the  first  11  months  of  this  year,  4  percent  less  than  in  the  same  peri- 
od of  1953.  Prices  of  all  farm  products  averaged  3  percent  lower 
than  last  year.  Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
were  about  15.3  billion  dollars,  or  3  percent  below  last  year.  Lower 
receipts  from  eggs,  chickens,  and  dairy  products  more  than  offset 
slight  increases  in  receipts  from  cattle  and  hogs.  Crop  receipts  in 
the  11-month  period  totaled  approximately  11.9  billion  dollars,  6  per- 
cent below  the  corresponding  period  in  1953,  with  rather  substantial 
declines  in  receipts  from  cotton,  wheat,  and  truck  crops. 

Cash  receipts  in  October 

The  revised  estimate  of  total  cash  receipts  in  October  is  3.5  bil- 
lion dollars  (table  1),  up  12  percent  from  September  but  9  percent  be- 
low October  of  1953.  Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  in  October 
were  1.4  billion  dollars,  5  percent  above  the  September  level  but  7 
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percent  less  than  in  October  of  last  year.    Cattle,  hogs,  sheep  and 
lambs,  eggs,  turkeys,  and  dairy  products  were  all  above  September, 
but  hogs,  chickens,  eggs,  and  dairy  products  were  below  October  of 
1953.    Crop  receipts  in  October  totaled  2.1  billion  dollars,  up 
18  percent  from  September,  with  receipts  from  corn,  cotton,  soy- 
beans, apples,  grapes,  and  tree  nuts  showing  substantial  gains. 
However,  total  crop  receipts  were  10  percent  below  October  of  last 
year,  mostly  because  of  declines  in  cotton,  wheat,  and  corn. 

Cash  receipts  in  November 

Farmers1  total  cash  receipts  in  November  are  tentatively  esti- 
mated at  3»2  billion  dollars,  down  10  percent  from  October  and  6  per- 
cent from  November  of  1953.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  are 
estimated  at  1.5  billion  dollars,  slightly  above  October  but  h  per- 
cent below  a  year  ago.    Larger  sales  of  hogs  and  turkeys  resulted  in 
some  increase  over  October  in  receipts  from  meat  animals  and  poultry. 
However,  lower  prices  held  total  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  below 
a  year  ago.    Crop  receipts  in  November  were  about  1.7  billion  dollars, 
20  percent  belcw  October  and  8  percent  below  November  195>3.  Receipts 
from  many  of  the  major  crops  were  down  seasonally.    Smaller  marketings 
of  cotton  accounted  for  a  large  part  of  the  decline  from  November  of 
last  year* 

CASH  RECEIPTS  BY  REGIONS  AND  STATES, 
JANUARY-OCTOBER  ±9$k 

State  and  regional  estimates  of  cash  receipts  for  the  first 
10  months  of  195U  are  given  in  table  5>  along  with  comparable  data 
for  the  same  period  in  1953.    The  10-month  total  of  cash  receipts  was 
down  by  h  percent  for  the  nation  as  a  whole.    It  was  also  down  in  all 
of  the  8  major  geographic  divisions  of  the  country  and  in  1*2  of  the 
It  8  States,    However,  the  declines  were  relatively  small  in  all  regions 
and  in  most  States. 

Cash  receipts  by  regions 

Regional  declines  in  cash  receipts  for  the  first  10  months  of 
195ii  ranged  from  8  percent  in  the  Western  region  to  less  than  1  per- 
cent in  the  West  North  Central  region.    The  decline  in  the  Western 
region  was  due  to  smaller  receipts  from  cotton,  truck  crops,  eggs, 
dairy  products,  potatoes,  and  wheat.    A  7-percent  decline  in  the 
North  Atlantic  region  was  mostly  in  eggs,  truck  crops,  potatoes,  and 
dairy  products.    However,  a  similar  decline  of  7  percent  in  the  South 
Central  region  was  almost  entirely  due  to  cotton.    In  the  South 
Atlantic  region,  a  5 -percent  decline  in  total  receipts  was  mainly  due 
to  lower  receipts  from  cotton,  broilers,  and  eggs. 
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The  smallest  regional  declines  were  in  the  East  and  West  North 
Central  regions.    Total  crop  receipts  were  down  in  all  other  regions, 
but  they  were  up  slightly  in  the  2  North  Central  regions,  where  in- 
creases in  soybeans  and  corn  more  than  offset  lower  receipts  from 
wheat.    In  the  East  North  Central  region,  declines  in  eggs  and  dairy 
products  more  than  offset  increases  for  hogs  and  total  crops,  with 
the  result  that  total  cash  receipts  were  down  2  percent.    The  decline 
was  less  than  a  half  of  1  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  region, 
where  increases  in  cattle,  hogs,  and  total  crops  did  not  quite  offset 
declines  in  eggs  and  dairy  products. 

Cash  receipts  by  States 

On  a  State  basis,  the  10-month  total  of  cash  receipts  was  up 
from  1953  in  only  6  States — South  Dakota,  Kansas,  Florida,  Texas,  Iowa, 
and  New  Mexico.    These  increases  were  only  1  or  2  percent  except  in 
South  Dakota,  where  an  8-percent  increase  was  due  mainly  to  increased 
sales  of  corn  from  the  relatively  large  1953  crop. 

Although  most  States  showed  declines  in  cash  receipts  this 
year,  only  10  had  drops  of  more  than  10  percent  and  only  h  widely 
scattered  States — Mississippi,  South  Carolina,  Maine,  and  Colorado- 
were  down  by  15  percent  or  more.    The  largest  decline  of  all  was 
2?  percent  in  Mississippi,  where  cotton  was  mainly  responsible. 
Tobacco,  assisted  by  cotton,  was  the  main  reason  for  a  19-percent 
drop  in  South  Carolina.    In  Maine,  a  decline  of  17  percent  was  mostly 
due  to  potatoes.    And  a  big  reduction  in  this  year's  wheat  crop  was 
the  principal  reason  for  a  15-percent  decline  in  total  receipts  in 
Colorado •
